tion. " 
"Do yon always keep the gun cotton 


wet?" 
"Always. That's one of the first 


principles. When it's wet, it's safe; 
when it's dry, it isn't Let it have all 
the water it will soak np, which is 
about 80 percent" 
"Suppose you were to tonch off some 


gun cotton here on the ground, what 
would happen?" 
"Nothing at all it it wasn't confined. 


You might burn a ton of it like cord- 
lyood in a bonfire. Bnt pack it in a tin 
box, even a flimsy one, and you'll have 
fun 
And, of course, the stronger the 


box the more fun you'll have."—Bo-- 
ton Globe.

The Largest Animal.

itive ladder, the base of which swings 
like a pendulum in the impenetrable 
darkness below, is the only means of 
reaching the caves 
"Here," again

side are the catacombs—as full of bones 
as this place is of mushrooms." We 
smiled We were not afraid of bones 
with an iron door between them and 
us. —Strand Magazine

Letter From J. M. Fulton.

10 miles north of Amedee, would begin 
at once. No reference is made to the 
building of the road to Van Loan's, 
Alturas, or any point further north 
than the Summit, but everybody 
knows it is not going to stop there.—
